sary to p u t a sto p to the p ractice.”

necessary mo ney to carry o n the wo rk.

The wets favored the city plan 
of government and the drys opposed 
it.

A rem onstrance with 170 
names wras obtained and rushed to 
Bloomfield, where it was filed before 
the election returns were filed.

complained that his business was in­ 
jured as his patrons no longer look­ 
ed him up, thinking him dead, and 
asked a correction. 
“ 1 am very sor­ 
ry ,” said Mr. Grady , “ but the Con­ 
stitution never makes a correction. 
The best we can do for y ou is to 
put y ou in the 
birth 
column and 
start y ou over again.” 
Errors 
sometimes 
occur in the 
rusk of getting 
out a daily 
paper, 
though they are few indeed, and gen­ 
erally are humorous. For instance the 
Suffolk W eekly 
Times gravely 
an­ 
nounces that “ On 
account of the 
overcrowded condition of 
our col­ 
umns this week the births and deaths 
are unavoidably postponed.” 
The ambition o f a newspaper is to 
be accurate, and the paper attempt­ 
ing deception for political purposes 
soon becomes known and loses its 
influence. 
As a rule papers are re­ 
liable and accurate, and 
the man 
who “ never believes any thing he sees 
in the newspaper,” never 
believes 
any thing his neighbors tell him and 
he doesn’t have to, for he knows it 
all already .
